Tuesday was a gray, 
day.

General Eisenhower, whom I 
saw briefly, was the only one who 
was not obviously harassed and 
bone weary. He has waited out 
many great shows, such as the 
Wind and.tides before the great 
armada was launched across the 
Channel against the German de- 
fenses. But, in a way this one is 
even more strenuous, in that it 
deals entirely with human beings, 
not with defenses which may be 
shattered with shellfire and 
bombs. 


But, he has learned to wait, and 
so he was genial and confident 
that if the American people want 
him, they will somehow find a 
way to have him. 


Coming away from the conven- 
tion hall after the MacArthur 
speech, with the rain just begin- 
ning, I managed to get into a cab 
along with three strident visitors 
wearing huge MacArthur buttons. 
*‘We’ll never vote for Eisenhow- 
er,’ they said. ‘‘MacArthur is 
the man this nation needs. He is a 
great Christian leader.’’ 


Ike, Faith 


‘Don’t vou think Eisenhower, 
too, is a Christian?’ I ventured. 

“Not him,”’ they shrilled. ‘‘He is 
no good. You can’t trust him. 
Thousands of us will never vote 
for him. MacArthur ought to take 
the troops that would follow him 
and run this country.”’ 


There is no such fascist spirit 
on the other side. But certainly 
there are millions of Americans 
who want to vote Republican with 
General Eisenhower as the nomi- 
nee who will never voet that tick- 
et if it is headed by Senator Taft 
or General MacArthur. 

It still appears that General 
Eisenhower has pulled up even, or 
a little ahead. But neither he nor 
his managers are professionals, 
and the delegates for the most

A Fine Document 
For the Democrats 


The MacArthur keynote speech of 
the Republican National Convention was 
so filled with conventional Old Guard 
platitudes that it will provide the am- 
munition for another militant Demo- 
cratic campaign difficult for any Repub- 
lican candidate to overcome. As such, 
the speech will be a fine Democratic 
campaign document. 

The address of the other distin- 
guished resident of the Waldorf Towers, 
Herbert Hoover, accented and elaborated 
the isolationist principles, political and 
economic, that were rejected so con- 
vincingly by the people 20 years ago and 
equally decisively every four years 
since. If the GOP persists in that line, 
in all probability the party will be re- 
jected again in November. 

The general spoke at.length about a 
“crusade to rechart the nation’s course 
toward peace and security and pros- 
perity.” There can be little argument 
over the objective, but there can be 
plenty of disagreement about who charts 
the course. 


The people will remember the “‘peace 
and security’ which isolationist Repub- 
licans charted for the nation in the 
1920s, the GOP rejection of the League 
of Nations, the tariff walls and other 
isolationist economic policies which led 
to- world-wide depression and bitter- 
ness, their emasculation of Woodrow 
Wilson’s peace aims which provided the 
first “retreat from victory.” They will 
recall those policies which gave rise to 
Hitler and Mussolini and the hesitancy 
which started them on their infamous 
adventures. 

They will remember the “prosperity” 
the Hoover days brought, the breadlines 
and the 12,000,000 unemployed. They 
will recall the “two chickens in every 
pot” philosophy and the bitter results 
thereof, 


In blaming the Democrats for our 
military weakness, for our withdrawal 
from Korea, for putting the Russians 
into Manchuria, surely the general must 
have had his tongue in cheek. 


’ It is historical record that the Taft 
wing of the Republican Party led the 
fight to disarm the nation and to cut 
military appropriations to a margin 
far below needs in winning the peace. 

It is a matter of historical fact that 
MacArthur himself approved and in- 
‘sisted upon bringing Russia into the war 
against Japan to tie down Japanese divi- 
sions in Manchuria. It is a matter of 
record that Taft has opposed all efforts 
to build the strength of. the free world 
to resist the Reds. 


Surely the general must have had 
his mind blinded to realities in saying 
that if we provide the arms, Asiatics 
will defend themselves. He completely 
overlooks what happened in China, 
where arms given so generously to 
Chiang Kai-shek were sold and given to 
the Communists. Surely he cannot have 
forgotten that the social evils we are 
working to correct in India and other 
doubtful nations resulted in desertion 
to the Communists of the Chinese 
masses. 


He calls for a global attack on com- 
munism, and yet he would leave West- 
ern Europe to its fate. He attacks our 
efforts at collective security as being 
ineffective, while the facts show that 
wherever these measures have been ap- 
plied the Communists have been 
checked. 


And so during the coming campaign, 
we will hear much of the Hoover pros- 
perity and the basic isolationist doc- 
trine of Old Guard Republicanism which 
history has proved so wrong. 

With the MacArthur keynote speech 
in hand, the Democrats once more will 
take to the stump to teach a “lesson of 
history”—that people cannot and will 
not go backward. 


Regardless of the candidate, the Re- 
publican keynote address will be diffi- 
cult to live down.

Ike’s Victory 


Seems Assured 


CHICAGO—The moral issue, properly pre- 
sented and publicized, can still be powerful 
in our American politics. This is so, for 
example, in the case of the young Demo- 
cratic senator from Tennessee, Estes Ke- 
fauver, who through a crusade against crime 
and racketeering—cynically labeled as ‘‘sin 
in the big city’’—suddenly was catapulted 
into national notice. 


He capitalized on it to aspire to the White 
House and swept to victory after victory in 
presidential primaries 
this year. He achieved 
thereby a miracle of sorts, 
whatever happens even- 

@ tually in the Democratic 
* convention here two weeks 
hence. 
It is so, too, in the 
now-assured victory of 
Gen. Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower for the Republicah 
presidential nomination in 
the convention in progress 
here. A simple moral issue, properly ex- 
ploited, was a decisive factor in the triumph 
that is coming to him when the balloting 
occurs on Thursday. 


It is “‘sin at the ballot box,” a sin for 
which many a machine politician finally has 
come to the end of his road. 

It can be tampered with only at peril. 

Figuratively, it was tampered with in the 
South in the selection of delegates for this 
Republican convention. The liege bosses of 
Senator Taft of Ohio, performing what is a 
routine operation in that area, appropriated 
the lion’s share of delegates there in the 
usual fashion. They hand-picked them, in 
effect, with complete disregard of the Demo- 
cratic process. Airily and arrogantly they 
dismissed local conventions at which they 
were outnumbered—in this case by enthu- 
siasts for General Eisenhower. 

The South was the right and accustomed 
place for this business. But this was the 
wrong year for the light to be turned on if. 
And the light was. Lots of folks in the South 
this year, including disgruntled Democrats, 
got steamed up over General Eisenhower to 
deliver them from Harry Truman and his 
likes, and set out to do something about it 
through the Republican Party. Then they 
ran into the bosses. They found themselves, 
on occasion, locked out of meeting places 
where the democratic process was supposed 
to occur. And sometimes, even when they 
got into the halls, they found it didn’t matter. 
The bosses just decamped somewhere else 
and fixed up their own slates in the habitual 
way. 

It probably would have gone unnoticed 
this year but for the fact that, after a nip- 
and-tuck primary campaign, it suddenly be- 
came apparent that these Southern delegates 
might become the balance of power between 
General Eisenhower and Senator Taft. 


It was the political discovery of 1952—and 
lucky for the general, the reluctant candi- 
date, who finally had been persuaded by his 
promoters to leave his pedestal in Paris, 
take off his soldier suit,;and step down into 
the grimy political arena. 

The vote in the convention on its opening 
day to bar contested delegates from partici- 
pating until these disputed cases have been 
settled sealed his ultimate victory. That 
broke the back of the so-carefully-organized 
Taft forces.

In looking back at other diseases that 
hold top rank in human destruction such as 
tuberculosis and typhoid fever, dreaded pel- 
lagra, there is good reason to believe they 
are on their way out. For them there has 
been no outstanding cure beyond sanitary 
treatment and care. 


Progress has been made against specific 
ailments largely through increased knowl- 
edge of their causes. It is an old story that 
every effect has a cause and that every 
cause has its effect. While some trivial 
incident may set in motion an active cancer, 
it is highly probable that the general run of 
causes are the outgrowth of human inability 
to fully understand the effects of diet on 
bodily functions. 

From this standpoint, the elimination of 
human ailments becomes largely a matter 
of proper dieting. And proper dieting can- 
not be standardized for all people.

In telling the delegates that he had been 
a Republican all his lifé, and proud of it, 
MacArthur casually announced that his fa- 
ther had been a great friend and ardent sup- 
porter of Lincoln.

Army and the Indians, over control of the 
western United States, as something en- 
tombed with a memory of Frederic Reming- 
ton or the blood and thunder fiction of long 
ago. MacArthur was there, moving wher- 
ever his father moved in the latter’s assign- 
ment to put down the Redskins. 

At the close of MacArthur’s keynote 
speech he said, easily: ‘‘At the close of the 
constitutional convention, George Washing- 
ton remarked to Benjamin Franklin that he 
believed the Constitution as finally evolved 
was a great and noble charter of liberty 
upon which the several states could rally, 
unite and prosper.”’ 

(You could hear Washington’s crockery 
clanking as the general recalled the incident, 
as readily as if he had been a third party 
to the meeting between the two founding 
fathers.) 

‘**Yes, general,’ Franklin responded,” 
said Mac, quoting the big kite man, “ ‘if we 
can make it work.’ ” 

It was like being let in'on something fine 
and epigrammatic, and relating to well~- 
known people who are around today. Mac- 
Arthur had made an event of 163 years sound 
like it had happened to him on the way to 
the Convention Hall. 

A lot of experts who guessed (or printed) 
that MacArthur would sink a dirk in the

Not long before Robert E. Lee died hé 
referred to the oak in the yard of the Fitz 
hugh mansion at Chatham overlooking Fred- 
ericksburg. He said, ‘It was under that oak 
that I courted my wife; and standing yonder 
on Marye’s Height, at the fiercest moment 
of the Battle of Fredericksburg, I yearned 
to get sight of that tree. When the smoke 
cleared a bit, I caught a glimpse of its 
upper branches and it strengthened me for 
the day’s work.” 


Well, standing at one of God's steeples I 
gained new strength for my work. I remem- 
bered that Dwight L. Moody remarked, “I 
know the Bible is inspired because it inspires 
me.’’ So, I know God made mountains be- 
cause they inspire me. And we all need 
something which will feed our souls. 


As I stood on that great mountain, many 
scenes from God’s word came rushing into 
my mind. I thought of Mount Moriah, where 
the faith of Abraham was supremely tested.

But Nobody 
Struck a Match 


When Gen. Douglas MacArthur entered 
the convention hall in Chicago Monday 
right, he was a hopeful man. This was his 
dramatic moment, matched only by his ap- 
pearance before Congress on his return 
from Korea. 


This was a soldier, general, commander 
of armies, proconsul of a conquered land, 
hero ‘‘wronged’’ by the oe 
administration, coming * 
now before an audience 
representative of a na- 
tion, partisan it is true, 
but still assembled from 
all the 48 states and from 
the territories outside the 
continental limits. The 
Republican world was at 
his feet. 

The convention chair- 
man, Walter Hallanan, 
had already made the introduction, but the 
general had not heard it. His march down 
the aisle had been reserved for the psycho- 
logical moment. As one who saw the show 
on television, I say the timing was bad, the 
act was poorly staged. 


It was too bad the general missed that 
introduction. Those were pretty words Mr. 
Hallanan said ... “‘greatest military leader 
of all time’’ and all that sort of thing. That 
was covering.a lot of campaigns, Mr. H. 

But the general hadn’t heard the fine 
phrases. And now he came and stood on 
the podium—tall, impressive, imperial if you 
please. He acknowledged the applause—it 
was polite, generous and sustained, but not 
uproarious—and he waited. 

He waited, I think, for the generation of 
a demonstration, one which just didn't gen- 
erate. No one seized a banner and led off 
into one of those pregame snake dances with 
a hilarious following chanting, ‘“‘We want 
Mac!”’ 

And as the great MacArthur waited, I 
felt sorry for the man. I thought I saw 
him age or at least fade visibly, if you'll 
pardon the expression. 

He turned to the chairman and asked, 
“Are you going to introduce me?’’ The 
chairman knew all the time that the key- 
noter had been introduced, but now he put 
his arm on the general’s shoulder and again, 
but briefly, presented him to the convention, 

There were more cheers, but still no one 
kindled a flame. 

And I think that as Douglas MacArthur 
went into his speech the fire went out of 
him, too. He did his best, but what came 
out was muted by what had failed to come 
before. And when he gathered up the manu- 
scrint rcs end walked from the hall, he 
was a disappointea man. 

He had come to the GOP platform like a 
child approaching the big tree on Christmas,

BRANDIED PEACHES 

12 bushel peaches 
12 pounds sugar 
A 4-gallon stone jar 

Peel and wash firm, ripe se- 
lect peaches. Do not wipe off 
water. Into the stone jar place 
a three-inch layer of sugar; 
cover with a layer of peaches. 
Continue to fill the jar with 
alternate layers of sugar and 
peaches, ending with a top layer 
of sugar. Cover peaches with a 
plate and.weight it down. Cover 
jar with cheesecloth. Let stand 
in cool place (a cellar, if pos- 
sible) three days. Skim top each 
day. On the fourth day, remove 
plate and weight. Place cover 
on jar and seal tightly with para- 
fin. Let stand 4 to 6 weeks. The 
longer they stand the darker 
they get. At the end of this 
time, put cold peaches and syrup 
into hot, sterilized jars and seal 
at once.

The next year, the name of the 
school was changed to Agnes Scott 
Institute, and White House was 
moved to its present location and 
Main Hall Building was built. 


The building was used for class- 
rooms first and then for dormitory 
rooms, doctors quarters and dining 
rooms until it was ‘“‘retired’’ from 
dormitory duty in 1948. 

Miss Louise McKinney, professor 
emeritus of English, wrote rem- 
iniscences of life 
in the fall, 1949, issue of the Agnes 
Scott Alumnae Quarterly. She re- 
membered how students once 
thought the building’s picturesque 
tower had fallen in a strong wind 
... but it was only Addie (large 
and prosperous looking, and every 
inch a good cook) falling down 
the stairs.’ 


| White House has been used for 
storage since 1948, Dr. Alston said. 


Demolition of White House is al- 
most complete now, but on the 
campus where that first building 
housed 63 high school students, 
more than 40 buildings remain to 
serve about 500 college students.
